Monday afternoon Phi Bates, well 


and favorably known in this city, at- 
tempted suicide by shooting himself 
through the head. Mr. Bates has been 
a sufferer for some years past with 
cancer of the stomach, and about two 
weeks ago entered the county hos- 
pital, in the hopes that good and care- 
ful nursing would eleviate his suffei - 
ings to some extent. 


This morning, in company with Jo-

About 1 o'clock he entered a barber 
shop and got shaved, after wWch he 
went to call on his friend, B. A. Coop- 
er, who lives in the rear of the old 
Samuel Myer carpenter shop, on Vir- 
ginia street.

A PRO-CHINESE MEASURE 


A 


r THE last session of Congress an exclusion bill, such 


as It is, was passed, the best feature of which wag 


that It excluded the Chinese from the PhllHplnes. Now 
it IB reported by the dispatchers that Governor Taft Is 
advocating a modification of the law so It will be made 
easier for the Chinese to get in there, the very thing that 
the American laborers do not want. 
Champ Clark says 


In connection with thia matter: 
, 


"Everyone who was around Washington while the bill 


wa« being considered knows tnat the covert Influence of 
the Republicans was against rigorous exclusion, and It Is 
•till against rigorous exclusion. Of course the Republicans 
pretend to be against exclusion, but they are not. A care- 
ful reading of the following editorial from the Baltimore 
Herald, a Republican paper, will throw some light on the 
subject: 


"The Chinese Exclusion Act passed at the last session 


of Congress applies equally to the Philippine Islands. Yet 
in the archipelago a vast majority of the trust-worthy ag- 
riculturists and laborers In manufactories have hitherto 
been Chinese in character. 
The experience of many 


American employers has shown that the native Filipino 
is Inferior In Industrial and commercial qualities to the 
Mongolian. 


"A» a matter of fact, the tribes making up the mixed 


population of the Islands form the tail end of a race that 
ha* Invariably yielded to the Chinese whenever the strus- 
gle for existence has brought them face to face. 
The 


Moros, a pure Malay people, while Intractable to a mark- 
ed extent, are about the most highly developed among the 
people outside of Manila and Its environs. 
Yet the Chi- 


nese are superior to any Malay tribe, both morally and 
Intellectually. 


"The reason for Chinese exclusion in the Philippine 


Islands is not then, probably, so much to aid the natives 
as It is to prevent the accumulation of a race that can 
withstand American conditions, yet does not blend with 
an occidental population. In the long run this extension 
of our American barrier against Chinese labor almost to 
the doors of Hongkong will pay, but it is apt to cripple 
commerce and manufactures until the influx of American 
labor will taka up the industrial destiny of our Oriental 
acquisition." 


The laboring people of the United States had better 


put on their thinking caps and decide now whether they 
had not better Join in with the Democrats and get rid of 
the Philippines, Chinese and all, rather than wake up a 
few years hence and endeavor to lock the barn door after 
the horse Is stolen. 
Nevada laboring men, if true to 


themselves, will at least assist in preventing such modi- 
fication of the law as Is recommended by Governor Taft, 
by electing Francis G. Newlands to the United States 
Senate and C. D. Van Duzer to the House of Representa- 
tives.

SHOULD BE PUBLISHED 


T 


HE County Commissioners at their last meeting re- 


fused to order the publications of the list of reg- 


istered voters in the town of Reno. If not so published all 
of the means for voters to ascertain whether or not their 
names are properly on list will be three written copies 
posted at different places within the township. This last 
clause In the law was evidently Intended for small pre- 
cincts, and not for large towns like Reno. The law lim- 
its the rate of publication to fifteen cents per name which 
would pay a reasonable profit to the newspaper publish- 
ing; them. The reason given by two of the commissioners- 
for not ordering publication was that H would entail a 
useless expense upon the county. If the posting of three 
copies of the list is all of the publication given prob- 
ably not twenty persons in the township would ever ex- 
amine It, while If published in a newspaper the list would 
meet the eyes of nearly all of the voters In the five wards 
and we are confident that no taxpayer In the county would 
object to such publication, even if the fifteen cents limit 
was charged. 


But to remove the financial objection of the Commis- 


sioners. The Journal, In the interest of, and in compliance 
with the popular wish of the people of Reno, will agree 
to publish the list for one-third of the rate limit, viz., 
five cents per name. This would entail a loss of at least 
flfty dollars upon the publishers, in money, material and 
labor, to say nothing of the space such publication would 
consume in the columns of the paper. 
But the pub- 


lishers are willing to make the sacrifice to oblige, not only 
their patrons, but the people of the entire community. 
If 1800 names are registered the bill would amount to 
$90, the remaining expense being borne by The Journal 
people.- Will any reasonable person or taxpayer assert 
that such a small sum of money would not be well ex- 
pended in order to give every voter in the township an 
opportunity to acquire at his leisure such information as 
Is desired by at least nine-tenths of our citizens?
